lots. These are tho prime causes ror the combi-
nation of The fear that
when the cemetery ceases.' to be a source or reve-
nue, the New York company, who will no longer
have any interest in It, will abandon It,

Some have suggested that. In case or the death
or the real owner or the propcrt ) rroin whom It
never was transferred to the corporation, his
heirs, if they choose so to do, may claim the cem-
etery as part of his estate. Many other points
have been advanced, and there Is a general roel-lD- g

of Insecurity among the In order
to reach all who have an Interest in the cemetery,
the committee, or which Mr. Worthlngton was
enc, was appointed to wait upon Mr. Clendcnln
and procure a list oi tho To grant
this request Mr. Clendcnln flatly refused, as the
committee states, and as Mr. Clendcnln Indicates
in his own communication.

DISTRICT TAXATION.

What the C?nminionerj Think Aboa If,
The Senate Committee 6a th blstrlcl having

reauested the views or the District Commission-
ers on the practicability of th House District tax
bill, those officials have tairejse(1 tne rolloising
to Hon. George chairman:
.ii n1-- f to the letter of your committee, cn--

-ng to us a copy or a bill (H. R. W73) "to reg-
ulate tho assessment and collection of taxes for
the support of the government of the District
or Columbia, and for other purposes," and in-
viting our attention thereto, we have the honor to
present the following views:

1. In our Judgment, the rate of taxation should
bo uniform in the District. The present assess-
ment was made under a law levying the rate of
one and a half per centum throughout the Dis-
trict, giving, we believe, general satisfaction:
and we think no injustice can arise now should
one tax rate ror city and county be again adopted
by Congress. To Illustrate the results to be ob-
tained from taxation or real property with the
variable rates as proposed, we give the estimated
amounts derivable under It ror each division:
Washington, 78,819,9M, at 1J4 per

cent M.182,21101
Georgetown, $S,M9,317, at 1 per cent.. S8.493 17
County. 8,7H,K3, at per cent M,8S3 25

11,303,810 43
The contrast In the amounts to be contributed

by the several sections or the District, It will be
seen, are very marked.

Should auulf.-r- rate be established the re-
sults would3 as follows, the rate being V,i per
cent.:

Irom which It appears that with a likevato or
taxation Geonretown and the county combined
will contribute less than one sixth or the entire
amount. The injustice arising from dlflorenftv
rates tor dinerent sections in tne case oi personal
taxation, if such tax be sustained, will be readily
perceived. A share of stock, or a bond, or money
Is as valuable to the holder In one part as another,
and yet It is proposed to tax snch property lj$per
cent. In Washin gton and J per cent. In the county.
The owner or a horse on one side or Boundary
street is to be taxed and on the other Jf per
cent.

2. It Is proposed to tax the bonds of the District,
the effect or which will be to drive such securities
entirely out or the District.

3. That the assessment orall property In the Dis-
trict within tho time specified within the ltth sec-
tion or the bill Is Impracticable.

4. That the 18th section or the bill wo apprehend
may defeat the entire proposed taxation, as It is
thought men orcharactcr suited to tho position or
assessors Hill refuse the office In view of the pen-

alties Imposed.
Objections or technical character could be made

to numbers or the provisions or the bill, butthese
will doubtless occur to jour committee In their
review or Its provisions. Having presented such
objections as appear most patent, we have in gen-
eral terms to stats that the taxation or personal
property in the manner proposed appears to be
repugnant lo ine ricweiuiu lureigu iu me cusiums
ami usages or the people or the District. It Is
very generally held that such a tax except, per-
haps, In a very modified form would be Injurious
to the best Interests ol the District. One result
Illustrative or the effect of such a tax Is already
experienced In the advance or Irom 1 per cent, to 2
per cent In the rate orinterestdcmanded ror loans
since the passage by the House or the bill under
discussion. Foreign capital has been withdrawn,
and we are tnrormed increased difficulty Is ex-
perienced in obtaining money upon real estate
security. Tho borrower Is already made to pay
the tax. In anticipation of It becoming a law. The
District Is . cry limited iu extent. Many of the
wealthy citizens have property just bej-on- Its
limits, where residences can be established to list
personal property for a very light taxation.

Wc deem It proper to invite the attention or
your committee to the original tax-bi- ll as reported
to the House or Representatives by the majority
ot the Committee or the House on the District or
Columbia. Certain changes in some ofthe license
rates might be suggested, but In view of the

of prompt action, we refrain from making
them. In our judgment the net amount to be
realized from the license system proposed In the
committee's bill will be as large as could be an-
ticipated from the other. The license system can
be enforced without additional officers orlncreased
expense; whereas the personal tax would be both
expensive, difficult of collection, and odious to the
leopIe. It is held, and wlthapparent Justice, that
Congress having fixed uon the amount to be
raised by taxation, the people should bo granted
any preference In respect to the manner of pay-Irgl-t.

The license system now In force, only more lim-
ited in its amount, is one to which the community
is accustomed, and the bill reported by the com-
mittee, as wo are advise!, was approved by in-
fluential citizens well known to all classes ot peo-
ple In the District.

The Seventh Street Boad Improvement Tax
Case.

The ease or Shoemaker against the District was
very ably argued by Mr. Lambert on Tuesday in
the Supreme Court or tho District, and a decision
will nndoubtedly be given in a Tew days. As the
case Is ono of interest to many of our citizens, we
give the following facts : The Legislative Assem-
bly of the District, under the late territorial form
of government, passed an act approved July 10,
1571, authorizing the late Board or Public Works
to inaugurate their cxtcnslvo plan of Improve-
ments. Among these Improvements was one for
the Seventh street road, extending from Boundary
street to the Maryland line, adlstance of about five
miles, which improvement, It is contended, the

BOARD WAS AUTHORIZED
to make, at a cost not exceeding $23,000, a reason
able proportion or which cost, not exceeding one
third. It was to assess upon the property adjoin-
ing and to be especially benefited. The actual
cost Incurred In making the Improvement was
largely In excess or $20,0)0, being In fict a bout

17S,Oco; and one third or the actual cost was as-

sessed, as it Is claimed, not upon the property ad-
joining and especially benefited, but upon a small
portion or such property, viz, that Immediately
abutting upon the road. The act of Congress
creating tho District government, commonly
known as the organic act, enacts that this assess-
ment shall be made "In such manner as shall be
prescribed by law; and It Is claimed that the
method of assessment adopted, t. .. bv front foot-
age, was never prescribed by law, but was fixedupon arbitrarily by the board, without legal au-
thority.

Is an attempt to secure an Injunction against
the threatened sale of the plaintiff's property
under the certificates of Indebtedness Issued
against It, and to have the same delivered up and
canceled.

All the certificates Issued on account of this
Improvement were purchased and are now held
by the First National Bank of New York, said to
be the only defendant substantially interested In
the result of the action; Elnce, if the certificates
are held to be Invalid, as being Issued by the
board In the exercise or usurped powers, the Dis-

trict cannot be called upon to Indemnify the bank
AOAISST THE COXStQUENCES

of dealing with agents acting ultra virei, or to
make compensation for Improvements contracted
for by the board In excess or Its authority.

The usual objections to the Jurisdiction or equity
to lnterrcre In tax cases are supposed not to be
presented in the case in question, inasmuch as the
reasons or public policy, which are the ground'or
these objections, are not applicable to what Is
virtually a contest between private parties, the
plaintlri and the board being, as Is claimed, the
only Interested parties; and, also. Inasmuch as
those objections have never hitherto been applied
by the courts to cases where the rellcr sought Is
against the alleged abuse or purely ministerial,
as distinguished irom judicial, powers.

On the whole, the questions presented are of
great legal as well as general importance, and
the decision or the court will be awaited with
much Interest.
